One Plane Delayed. 

The sixth plane of the original 
squadron which yesterday flew 
non-stop from Miami, Fla, to Lima, 
Peru-—2695 miles in 15 hours and 40 
mintites—was following the others

quickly made, however, and Maj. 
J. V. Meloy, its commander, was 
able to take off at 6:20 a. m., seven 
hours and 20 minutes after the de- 
parture of the other five. 

The six ships carried 49 men and 
the flight from Miami was the 
longest non-stop flight ever made 
by the United States Army Air 
Corps. 

The five advance planes hugged 
the Pacific coast for about 1700 
miles south eastward from Lima, 
then wheeled to the east at San- 
tiago, Chile, to cross the snow- 
capped Andes, 

The Lima-Buenos Aires leg is 
about 2500 miles, 

Several Argentine air squadrons 
circled over EI Palomar military 
air base here, awaiting the ap- 
proach of the bombers on their mis- 
sion of good will. The Argentine 
planes were ordered to fly out to 
escort the visitors to their landing. 

Sunday the visitors will take part 
in ceremonies connected with the 
inauguration of Roberto M. Ortiz, 
Argentine’s President-elect. 

Comparative Flights. 

The bombers were the heaviest 
and largest planes ever to cross the 
Andes, although ‘a squadron of Ital- 
ian pursuit planes crossed the Cor- 
dillera in 1937 but not in a flight 
as sustained as this one. 

Within 25 minutes after the five 
planes left Santiago the first two 
had crossed the range with the 
other three following within a few 
minutes. ; 

From the cold of the mountain 
crossing the squadron flew into 
mid-summer.

Terrorism in Nanking | 
Under Japanese Rule 


For Three Weeks Soldiers Worked Their 
Will on Helpless Populace—Censors 
Kept Facts From World. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Feb. 18. — The Man- 
chester Guardian prints the follow- 
ing as an authoritative statement 
of violence and terrorism in Nan- 
king under Japanese rule: 

The Manchester Guardian’s corre- 
spondent in Shanghai has been pre- 
vented by the Japanese military 
censors from sending any account 
of the Japanese army’s atrocities 
in Nanking. He was told, when he 
complained, that the accounts were 
“exaggerated” or “untrue.” From 
documents received direct’ from 
Nanking it is now possible to re- 
veal in detail the extent of the Jap- 
anese terrorism. 

Foreign Flag No Protection. 

The Japanese army entered Nan- 
king on Dec. 13, and on the fold 
lowing day some 50,000 soldiers were 
turned loose in the city, which was 
packed with Chinese refugees, The 
Japanese soldiers roamed through 
the city at will, robbing the Chi- 
nese of money, food and clothing, 
breaking into houses, violating 
women and wounding or killing any 
who resisted their demands, 

Thousands of refugees were gath- 
ered in the buildings belonging to 
the Nanking University under the 
care of foreign missionaries, and 
in some cases under the American 
flag, but this proved ‘no protec- 
tion. Japanese soldiers broke in 
the gates or climbed over the walls, 
tore down the American flag and 
threatened foreigners with the bay- 
onet. 

The International Safety Zone 
Committee and the university au- 
thorities repeatedly protested to the 
Japanese Embassy, which arrived 
on Dec. 15 in order to act as a 
buffer between the army and the 
foreign colony, but without result. 
For a long time the Embassy re- 
fused to believe what ‘they were 
told, and when they could no long- 
er pretend to innocence (for the 
streets were full of corpses and 
women were assaulted within sight 
of the Embassy doors), they ad- 
mitted that they were powerless. 

At first there were only 17 mili- 
tary policemen in the whole city 
to contro] 50,000 soldiers, and as 
late as Dec, 21 two members of 
the International Committee drove 
several miles through the city with- 
out finding a single military po- 
liceman. 

Details of Atrocities. 

The following details, all attested 
by foreigners whose evidence is in- 
disputable, will be the best proof of 
what was happening all over the 
city: 

On Dec. 15 Japanese soldiers 
broke into the Library Building of 
the University for the third time. 
They assaulted four women on the 
property, carried off two who were 
released after being violated and 
three who never returned. One 
thousand five hundred | 
were sheltering in the building. 

On Dec. 16 more than 30 women 
were assaulted in the Agricultural 
Economics Compound by soldiers 
who came repeatedly and in large 
numbers. The same night Japa- 
nese soldiers returned to the Li- 


soldiers, : 


On Dec, 17 some soldiers bypke 


into the University Middle School. 
One frightened child was killed by 
a bayonet and another seriously 


On Dec. 21 seven Chinese men 


wend dragged from the Library 


Building for forced labor though 
there was no suspicion that they 
had served as soldiers. Soldiers 
also broke into the University hos- 
pital and were removing the am- 
bulance when stopped by an Amer- 
ican. ’ 
These are just isolated incidents 
quoted from a long list. All the 
time the looting continued and sol- 
diera frequently forced poor Chi- 
nese to carry the possessions which 
had been stolen from them. 

Thousands of refugees were 
starving because they had lost all 
their food and money and bitterly 
cold because they had lost their 
clothing. 

Systematic Burning of Homes. 

For some reason the Japanese 
soldiers, working in large groups 
under the direction of officers, sys- 
tematically set fire to the poorer 
quarters, so that thousands of peo- 
ple were rendered homeless. Where 
refugees were gathered soldiers 
habitually came on “inspection,” 
which meant looking for women. 

The houses of foreigners were 
not immune and Japanese soldiers 
broke in freely. One American 
missionary was dragged out of bed 
in ‘the middle of the night by a 
drunken soldier with a bayonet. 

After repeated protests had been 
made the Japanese authorities be- 
gan to promise that the situation 
would be remedied and discipline 
restored. 

Proclamations were actually put 
up on gates and walls, but were 
torn down by the Japanese soldiers. 
As late as Dec. 26, for instance, 
soldiers visited the Bible Teachers’ 
Training School for Women, a 
place which had already suffered 
terribly, and took food, clothes and 
money. They also assaulted seven 
women, including a girl of 12. The 
same night another group of sol- 
diers came and assaulted 20 women. 
Frequently, after many such visits, 
the refugees would have no more 
money and food left to give, and 
the soldiers would beat them for 
their “refusal.” 

On the same night, Dec. 26, three 
Japanese soldiers drove up to the 
main gate of the university in a 
car and announced that they had 
orders to “inspect” the buildings. 
They forcibly prevented the watch- 
man from giving alarm and took 
him with them while they found 
and assaulted three girls; one. of 
whom was only 7 years old. One of 
the girls they took away with them. 

Three Weeks of Brutality. 

Yet all these incidents were only 
a fraction of the total and took 
place, indeed, where the situation 
was relatively good owing to the 
presence and “protection” of for- 
eigners. 

It is difficult to imagine the full 
extent of the terror and misery of 
the captured city. The latest re- 
ports are that the situation has 
now improved and that discipline 
has to ga certain extent been re-

ROOSEVELT PRAISES KENNEDY 
FOR MARITIME BOARD SERVICE 


Accepts His Resignation to Become 
Ambassador to Great 
Britain, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt accepted today the 
resignation of Joseph P. Kennedy 
as chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission. Kennedy sails for Lon- 
don Wednesday to take up his du- 
tis as Ambassador to Great Bri- 


tain. 

Roosevelt wrote his new Ambas- 
sador that “it is with real regret 
that I accept your resignation,” but 
added “this is tempered by the fact 
that you are staying in the family 
and taking over a new assignment.” 

“I want to take this occasion,” 
he continued, “to express my ap- 
preciation, so generally shared, for 
the fine work you have done. In 
both of your important Government 
assignments you have maintained 
your justly earned reputation of 
being a two-fisted, hard-hitting ex- 
ecutive.” 

The letter was addressed to “My 
Dear Joe.” The other Government 
assignment referred to was Kenne- 
dy’s service as chairman of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission. 

Earlier Kennedy had had expressed 
the opinion that shipbuilding costs 
were so high in American shipyards 
that there may be “no American 
merchant marine worthy of the 
name.”

Charges of Fraud. 

The warrants charge that Seay, 
with four of his relatives and three 
friends, devised a scheme to de- 
fraud the St. Louis Public Service 
Co., the Illinois Terminal Railroad, 
and other unnamed corporations by 
deliberate falls and feigned inju- 


es. 

Police Lieut. Ira Cooper, whose 
four-month investigation resulted 
in the arrest of the group, esti- 
mates that they obtained about $10,- 
000 from 50 or more faked acci- 
dents of which he has learned. 

Cooper, pursuing the investiga- 
tion, planned to talk today with 
four physicians, three Negro and 
one white, who @xamined the Seay 
injuries after their tumbles and 
made reports which were used in 
negotiating settlements with claim 
adjusters.’

The sudden announcement Mon- 
day that the Treasury would steri- 
lize no more gold unless more than 
$100,000,000 worth came into this 
country in any three-month period, 
he revealed, was one part of the 
present program but not the only 
one. 

In foreign capitals, the Treas- 
ury’s new gold policy has been in- 
terpreted as a virtual abandonment 
of the sterilization program started 
a year ago last December. The 
original plan was stated to be to 
keep the incoming gold out of the 
American credit base and was 
hailed as “deflationary.” The new 
plan to allow $400,000,000 of incom- 
ing gold to go into the credit base 
each year has been described here 
and abroad as a form of credit in- 
flation, since the incoming gold un- 
der the new plan will increase the 
amount of money available for lend- 
ing. 


Administration’s Version. 


This highly technical banking 
procedure was simplified in the ad- 
visers’ statement that the “Gov- 
ernment’s policy must be directed 
to reversing the deflationary trend” 
which started six months ago, and 
the President’s promise that an 
easy credit policy would be main- 
tained by the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Federal Reserv 
Board.

He said that the 
most impressive chart was that 
showing the rise in the cost of 
cement, structural steel, plaster 
and prepared strip shingles above 
the 1929 levels.

Cheer in Courtroom When 
Mary O’Connor Is Freed 
of All Charges.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 18.—Mary 
O’Connor was acquitted today of 
all charges in the death of 5-year- 
old Nancy Glenn last Labor day.

A cheer went up in the courtroom 
as the foreman of the jury of nine 
men and three women announced 
the verdict. 

Miss O’Connor and her mother 
had sat tensely nearly 20 minutes 
after they learned that the jury 
was ready to’ report—until Assist- 
ant District Attorney Charles G. 
Gordon could be found and brought 
in for the verdict.” 

The child was found in a muddy 
lane near the O'Connor and Glenn 
homes after she failed to return 
home for lunch on the holiday. An 
autopsy showed she had died of 
mud and water in her lungs. 

Testifying in her own defense, 
Miss O’Connor said yesterday that 
she turned around and struck the 
little girl accidentally—“just a 
slap.” They were standing to- 
gether in the line. The child had 
been teasing to ride Miss O’Con- 
nor’s bicycle. : 

Miss O’Connor at first accepted 
the verdict without show of emo- 
tion. Later she wept almost hys- 
terically. Her father, Robert S. 
O’Connor, put his arm around her 
and spoke in a whisper. He turned 
and walked to an antg room to take 
the news to his wife, who had col- 
lapsed. . 

Miss O’Connor embraced Mrs. 
Marie Kibler Phillips, her close 
friend, who was called by the State 
to testify against her, and then she 
joined her parents. "

A complaint charging unfair la- 
bor practices by the International 
Shoe Co. in its three plants in Han- 
nibal, Mo., was issued by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board office 
here today. 

It is charged principally that the 
company has fostered a com- 
pany union and has been guilty of 
discriminatory tactics against mem- 
bers of the International Boot & 


Shoe Workers, an affiliate of the 


American Federation of Labor. 

Following announcement of the 
complaint by Dorothea de Schwein- 
itz, in charge of the NL R Bot- 
fice here, it was announced hear- 
ings would begin some time next 
week at Hannibal. The plants em- 
ploy about 3000 men and women; it 
was stated at. her office. ‘ 

The complaint charges that since 
last June the company has fos- 
tered and dominated an organiza- 
tion known as the Western Broth- 
erhood of Shoe and Rubber Work- 
ers and t since last summer it 
has interfered with the rights of 
its employes under the Wagner Act 
by various. unfair labor practices. 

Among other things, it is charged, 
the company has threatened work- 
ers with discharge on account of 
membership in the Boot & Shoe 
Workers, the A. F. of L. organiza- 
tion; that its officers have made 
disparaging remarks about the 
union and its officers; that surveil- 
lance of members of the union while 
engaged in union activity has been 
carried on; that there have been 
threats to close the plants; and that 
members of the union have been 
temporarily laid off or demoted be- 
cause of union activity. 

Frank C. Rand, chairman of the 
board of the International Shoe 
Co., issued this statement: 

“A complaint in general terms 
has been filed against us by the 
National Labor Relations Board in 
connection with the operation of 
our Hannibal factories. We da not 
even know the specific charges we 
are asked to defend. 

“There is no controversy be- 
tween the company and its Hanni- 
bal employes, or any group of 
them.

as the father of a gigantic plan to 
organize “a commonwealth of na- 
tions in Middle Europe” under Ger- 
many's leadership. He said the 
Austrian agreement was the first 
step in this direction. 

Others Expected to Follow. 

Other countries, he said, espe- 
cially the succession states to the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, were ex- 
pected to follow. 

(Austria and Hungary are the 
principal succession states... Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Rumania, Tugo- 
slavia all received territories of the 
former empire.) 

“Political and economic pride 
among the nations of Middle Eu- 
rope has been disrupted as a result 
of the World War,” Von Papen con- 
tinued. “Consequently this affect- 
ed aspirations of the little coun- 
tries and formed a constant danger 
to European peace.” 

“Austria will be an example of 
how the uncertainty in Middle Eu- 
rope can be swept away,” Von Pa- 
pen said in an interview. “This, 
as the Fuehrer will say on Sunday 
(before the Reichstag), is being 
done by Germany's agreement to 
guarantee ‘Austrian integrity and 
independence. 

“The developments mean that the 
Nazis in Austria can now openly 
say they are Nazis. All Germany 
wants in Austria is that the Na- 
tionalists have the right to express 
their views as other groups have. 

Denies Split With Italy. 

“The world has been trying to 
believe there has been a split be- 
tween Germany and Italy because 
of Italy’s attempt to reach a closer 
understanding with England. That 
is wrong. 

“Hitler believed this Italian pol- 
icy also was in Germany's interest. 
Germany will do the same thing. 
It is Italy’s and Germany’s sincere 
intent to establish a permanent Eu- 
ropean peace. 

“This cannot be done without the 

understanding and friendship of 
the great Powers. Germany is hold- 
ing her hands out to England in 
friendship provided England recog- 
nizes Germany’s natural human de- 
mands for return of colonies.”

He declared he hoped to make 
a “much fuller statement on Mon- 
day” after Reichsfuhrer Hitler's 
scheduled speech to the Reichstag 
Sunday. He repeated that “the re- 
sponsibilities are not exclusively 
our own.” 

Replying to Laborite Clement 
Attlee, Eden said that “the House 
will be aware of the interest which 
His Majesty's Government always 
has taken and will continue tc take 
in the Austrian question, not only 
on its own account but in relation 
to Central Europe as a whole. We. 
therefore, are watching the situa- 
tion closely.” 

Asked if he would consult with 
the Little Entente nations, Eden 
said that all considerations such 
as those are at present in our 
minds.” 

He did not answer questions on 
whether a special League Council 
meeting would be called and wheth- 
er “urgent action” was necessary 
now that “Austrian independence 
has been disposed of by Germany.” 

Eden went directly from Com- 
mons to 10 Downing street to con- 
fer with Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain and Italy’s Ambassador, Count 
Dino Grandi. 

Grandi had two session: with 
the British ministers, returning to 
Downing street for a second talk 
at 3 p. m. This gave rise to belief 
that in the interim he had c. -sult- 
ed Premier Mussolini on the Aus- 
trian question.

The clash at Karlovy Vary came

Failure of G. O. F. and Democrats. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T will soon be five years since Presi- 

dent Roosevelt took office. Inventories 
of the progress or recession of the nation 
from an economic standpoint appear in 
our daily newspapers, occupying columns 
and pages of space. . 

In the majority of instances the 
changes made by the New Deal are called 
progress if the writer of the inventory 
favors the New Deal; it is called retro- 
gression if the compiler of the inven- 
tory is opposed to the New Deal. 

There is a possibility that neither has 
happened, Or, better still, that President 
Roosevelt, the New Deal and a topheavy 
Democratic Congress have been unable 
to stem the logical developments of a 
capitalist economy. 

We have, as a nation, greatly increased 
our national debt. But both Republican 
and Democratic administrations of the 
past have contributed to the increase. 
True, it did not always take place in 
a straight line, but the general direction 
during the history of our nation has been 
toward ever-larger public debt. 

The same remarks can be made about 
unemployment. It was not so readily 
discernible when our great Western plains 
were still open to exploitation and devel- 

t. But this very opening of the 
West was accelerated by unemployment 
in the East, plus, of course, an influx of 
immigrants. We practically stopped im- 
migration, but it had no noticeable effect 
on curing the problem of unemployment. 
We managed to have unemployment 
under both Republican and Democratic 
administrations and it takes better sta- 
tistics than are available to say under 
which regime the size of the army of un- 
employed has shown the greater prog-

In more recent years, however, Secretary Wallace 
seems to have paid less and less attention to the need 
for restoring foreign markets and more and more at- 
tention to building up sentiment for crop control. 
This shifting of direction, we think, is important— 
and disquieting, For if the farmer goes over perma- 
nently to the ranks of those who follow the delusion 
of economic nationalism, the forces fighting against 
subsidies and regimentation (the two, in the final 
analysis, are synonymous) will have lost a powerful 
ally. 

Let the farm forces follow crop curtailment as a 
permanent policy, and they will wake some day to the 
hard reality that they have pursued a mirage. They 
will find themselves stripped of their foreign agricul- 
tural markets, and they will find also that their tra- 
ditional independence and individualism are gone. 

If the accepted farm leaders are true to the con- 
fidence reposed in them, they will not forget that 
the long-range solution of the farmer’s troubles lies 
not in seeking permanent subsidies for agriculture, 
but in removing subsidies in those fields where they 
constitute an unfair burden on the farmer. 

Or if they despair of removing the subsidies in 
these other fields and therefore favor the payment 
of farm subsidies as a continuing policy, those bene- 
fits should be put on a basis which will not rigidly 
limit production or boost prices on exportable sur- 
pluses above the level in the world market. Should 
it be necessary to make a choice between the present 
system of crop curtailment and a plan based on the 
domestic allotment principle, the latter has tundeni- 
able advantages.

What the United States Veterans’ Administration 
is doing to safeguard the estates of veterans in 
charge of guardians appointed by probate courts is 
a procedure so simple and so reasonable that it ought 
to be employed in every instance, whether the ward 
is a veteran or not, 

That procedure, described in an article by the 
regional attorney for the Veterans’ Administration, 


inspection of the securities held by the guardian, so 
that the court may know, independently of the 
guardian’s report, in what the assets of the estate 
consists, and that they are held intact for the estate. 

Simple as it seems, it is not the usual practice, 
except for estates of veterans. Only recently, the 
guardian of an estate once valued at more than 180, 
000 reported to the St. Louis County Probate Court 
that most of the estate’s assets had “disappeared” 
from a safety deposit box. Seeking to protect its 
own interests, the surety company which provided 
this guardian’s bond, represents to the Court that 
most of the missing assets were gone from the estate 
before it assumed the bond liability, nearly five years 
ago.

HEN the average American talks of re- 
W aucing taxes, he usually means reduc- 

ing Federal taxes. In so doing, he is 
barking up the wrong tree. 

For barely over 8 per cent of his income 
goes to Federal taxes, while he pays some 
12 per cent to a confused agglomeration of 
state and local governments—chiefly to 
counties, cities; townships, school districts, 
all the way down to mosquito-abatement 
districts. The number of these overlapping 
taxing units the country over amounts to 
the incredible sum of 175,000! 

And anyone who wants to find waste and 
inefficiency on a grand scale should look 
at these jigsaw puzzles of government by 
which local affairs are run. He should watch 
the states fight among themselves over the 
sources of revenue—at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense. | 

For not only is the bulk of the United 
States tax burden imposed by the states and 
their little subdivisions; also most of the 
unnecéssary part of that burden—from the 
standpoint of a reasonable price for serv- 
ices performed—can be laid to the states and 
the localities. . 

Moreover, though many costly services 
that used to be handled by states and lo- 
calities are now being taken over by the 
Federal Government, local: taxes have not 
decreased.

There must, as the accountants say, 
be an audit made by an agent of 
Congress. We have no audit today. 
For since the Comptroller may de- 
cide in advance how the money is 
to be spent, his reports are simply 
reports approving the correctness 
of his own decisions. An audit, 
to be any good at all, must be 
made by someone who had noth- 
ing to do with the original decision, 
For if he had anything to do with 
it, he ig already committed, and 
what he says has no value as an 
independent examination. 

Now, unfortunately, the pending 
bills do not very clearly recognize 
the difference between the power 
to approve payments in advance 
and the power to audit them after- 
wards. These two functions are 
still somewhat confused, though it 
would seem as if the present bills 
were at least headed definitely in 
the right direction, toward the es- 
tablishment of a congressional 
audit. 

They ought, if possible, to be 
clarified anck strengthened. For it 
seems very clear, from the expe- 
rience of Britain, and from the best 
corporate ‘practice in this country, 
that the only way to impose finan- 
cial accountability is through a real 
audit, and the only way to get a 
real audit is to have it made by 
someone who has had nothing 
whatever to do-with any decision 
to spend the money. Thus, in a 
well-managed corporation, the 
stockholders are furnished an 
audit, made not by the directors 
or by the officers, but by an out- 
side accountant. 

If Congress is to hold the execu- 
tive accountable, it must do it not 
by a watchdog who pretends to ap- 
prove all payments but really can- 
not begin to do that—it must do it 
by getting full reports of what has 
been done and these reports must 
be made by its own agent. Then 
Congress can call upon the execu- 
tive for explanations and know 
what it is talking about. 

The knowledge that every trans- 
action is going to be reported to 
Congress and that any transaction 
may have to be explained to Con- 
gress is the best guarantee that 
could be devised to make the execu- 
tive responsible.

Prof. G. E. M. Jauncey of the 
physics department at Washington 
University, whose announcement 
that he had discovered “heavy elec- 
trons” startled scientists at the In- 
dianapolis meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science last December, said to a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today he 
Was unconcerned over efforts of 
physicists elsewhere to disprove 
his theory, 

Experiments conducted since the 
announcement provided additional 
proof that the electron, whose con- 
stancy of weight long has been rec- 
ognized by physicists a’ a major 
fundamental, actually varied in 
weight up to three times that pre- 
viously accepted, Prof, Jauncey de- 

ared, 


Following the Indianapolis meet- 
ing several physicists, incredulous 
over a concept which would neces- 
sitate many revisions in study of 
nuclear physics, announced they 
planned to put the theory to every 
possible test before accepting it. 

Chicago U. Professor’s View. 

Recently, however, Prof. Arthur 
H. Compton of the University of 
Chicago, Nobel prize winner and 
cosmic ray expert, told Prof. Jaun- 
cey in a letter: “I see no escape 
from your conclusions on the basis 
of the evidence thus far published.” 

But from the University of North 
Carolina has come an announce- 
ment by Dr. Arthur E. Ruark and 
Creighton Jones, physicists, that 
they have definitely disproved the 
Jauncey theory. Their findings, 
published in the current issue of 
the Physical Review, publication of 
the American Physical Society (and 
side by side with another article by 
Prof. Jauncey offering additional 
proof of his discovery), are based, 
not on independent experiments, 
but on calculations from experi- 
ments by Dr. F. Clive Champion of 
the University of Cambridge, En- 
gland. 

Using an apparatus known as a 
Wilson cloud chamber, Dr. Cham- 
pion photographed the tracks of 
electrons as they rushed through 
air or other gas. Some of the elec- 
trons discharged from radium E 
(the same radio-active substance as 
that used by Prof. Jauncey) 
bumped into other electrons pres- 
ent in the air. Photographs of 
some of these collisions, published 
by Dr, Champion, prove that the 
weight of the electrons from the 
radium E are the same as the 
weight of ordinary electrons in the 
air, Dr. Ruark and Jones contend. 

Dr. Jauncey told the reporter he 
was utterly unconvinced by the 
North Carolina calculations. In the 
first place,” he said, “the calcula- 
tions are based on experiments con- 
ducted with another purpose in 
view, not on experiments to meas- 
ure weight. . Secondly, photographs 
of only 14 collisions were used, al- 
though Dr. Champion obtained a 
total of 35,000 photographs of cloud 
chamber tracks. These 14 collisions 
might easily be the bumping of 
ordinary electrons from the radium 
E with other ordinary electrons in 
the air. Now, if ali of the 35,000 
photographs pictured similar colli- 
sions, some question might be 
raised about my conclusions.” 

The Washington University ex- 
periments, as previously told, con- 
sisted of shooting electrons of a se- 
lected speed through a magnetic 
field which caused their paths to 
bend. The variation of these paths, 
as shown by the points of contact 
of the electrons on a photographic 
plate, showed the variation in 
weight, since the paths of heavy 
electrons were bent less than those 
of iight ones, Dr. Jauncey said. He 
compared the process to the shoot- 
ing of bullets of various weights, 
but at the same speed, through an 
area across which a wind is blow- 
ing. The wind would affect the 
heavier bullets less than the lighter 
ones, 2 

Experimentation in the physics. 
laboratory was hampered by lack 
of equipment, which the depart- 
ment had no funds to buy, Dr. 
Jauncey told the reporter. “For in- 
stance,” he pointed out, “we have 
no Wilson cloud chamber, which 
would enable us to carry out ex- 
periments similar to those of Dr. 
Champion, but with the specific 
purpose of weighing the electrons. 
Despite that lack, however, we be- 
lieve that we have proved our point 
and that it will stand attack from 
any source.”

Measure Taken Under Advise- 
ment by Committee of 
Board of Aldermen. 


A dm to regulate sale, inst@flation 
and removal of plumbing fixtures 
was taken under advisement by the 
Public Safety Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday, fol- 
lowing a stormy public hearing at- 
tended by more than 800 persons. 

It was the most tempestuous 
hearing since those on unpopular 

street widening bills in Mayor Mil- 
lers administration. Proponents of 
the measure, which was sponsored 

the plumbing division of the 

vic Committee engaged in revis- 
ing the building code, had scant op- 
3 to make themselves heard. 
The crowd, which packed the al- 
dermanic chamber and gallery, was 
present largely as a result of a 
notice of the hearing advertised by 
the Real Estate Exchange, a prin- 
cipal opponent. 

Various organizations of property 
owners and some plumbi&g supply 
the bill, while mas- 
ter plumbers and labor interests 
favored it. It was read by Alder- 
man Nick Reidy, who introduced it 
by request, 

Terms of Measure. 

Under the bill it would be unlaw-} 
ful to ‘install or remove fixtures, 
whether new or secondhand, which 
did not bear labels supplied by the 
city’s plumbing inspection depart- 
ment. Sale or possession of un- 
labeled fixtures would be unlawful, 
and dealers would be required to 
make weekly reports of fixtures 
sold, giving the names of buyers 
and the places of installation. Pur- 
chases of unlabeled fixtures, un- 
less made direct from manufactur- 
ers, would be prohibited. Anyone 
violating the provisions would be 
subject to a fine of $5 to $500. 

Reidy said the purpose of the 
provisions was to protect property 

owners and the public health, with- 
out additional cost to the owners 
of property. The idea was to pre- 
vent faulty installations by wnili- 
censed “handy men,” Reidy added. 
There were loud boos and hisses 
when he finished speaking. 

W. T. Collins, secrétary of the 
Mill Creek Valley Property Own- 
ers’ Association, was the first 
speaker in opposition to the bill 
after Alderman Hoeflinger had an- 
nounced that each side would have 
one hour. Collins declared that 
many property owners were unable 
to collect rents and should not be 
forced to shoulder additional bur- 
dens. “Give the property owner a 
breathing spell,” he pleaded. 


Bill Termed Illegal. 


Samuel White, representing a 
plumbing supply house, termed the 
bill unlawful and stated that a 
‘similar measure, “railroaded 
through the Board of Aldermen last 
year,” was declared unconstitution- 
al. He declared that plumbing 
salesmen did not wish to be placed 
in the role of policemen. 

Clarence C. Lang, executive sec- 
retary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change, stated that a law with 
similar provisions had been de- 
clared illegal in Ohio.

Those arguing for it 
Thomas Delaney, chief city plumb- 
ing inspector; John J. Church, sec-

Inspector 
Delaney, saying this measure would 
make enforcement of other ordi- 
nances easier, declared epidemics 
could result from faulty plumbing. 
Brokman attributed the epidemic 
of amebic dysentery in Chicago gev- 
eral years ago to an improper 
piece of plumbing work by a hotel 
handy man. 

The aldermanic committee an- 
nounced it had adopted an amend- 
ment, eliminating from application 
of the bill furnaces, boilers, radia- 
tors and hot water tanks but 
adding various items of plumbing. 
Among the things which would be 
affected would be lavatories, sinks, 
bathtubs, laundry tubs, combina- 
tion fixtures, shower baths, toilets, 
range boilers, water heaters, drink- 
ing fountains, filters, water soften- 
ers, soda fountains and electric 
dishwashers.

Panel Visits Scenes of 
‘Killing of N. E. Mitchell 
and of Two Ex-Convicts 
Shot to Death. 


NO ADEQUATE ) 
MOTIVE FOUND 


Victim, a Druggist and 
Undertaker, Well-Liked, 
and Was Not Known to 
Have Had Enemies.

NEOSHO, Mo., Feb. 18.—The spe- 
cial Newton County grand jury in- 
vestigating the murder of Norman 
E. Mitchell, prominent Seneca drug- 
gist ) undertaker who was mys- 
teriously shot to death last Dec. 28 
in the basement of his .home, 
visited the scene of the crime this 
morning as the inquify entered its 
fifth day. 

The jury also visited the near- 
by farm home of Logan E. Hunt 
and Carl Smith, former convicts; 
who were shot to death Jan. 12 by 
Constable Roy E. Hance of Seneca 
in a fight which began, Hance said, 
when he sought to question them 
about the Mitchell murder. 

The visit to the home of the 
former convicts definitely estab- 
lishes that the special grand 
jury has incorporated into its in- 
vestigation of the Mitchell murder 
the related killing of Hunt and 
Smith. Evidence which Hance re- 
ported he found near the Mitchell 
home indicated that Hunt was the 
killer of the druggist, but subse- 
quently the prosecutor obtained af- 
fidavits from three young farmers 
that they had been with Hunt and 
Smith at their home the night 


Mitchell was killed, and that the 
two men did not leave the place. 

When the special grand jury was 
convened Monday, Circuit Judge 
Emory E. Smith stated in his in- 
structions that the jury had been 
called primarily to “investigate the 
matter of murder in this county.” 
While he did not specifically men- 
tion the Mitchell murder, he re- 
ferred to it indirectly by saying that 
“so far, county officers have had 
no success in ferreting out the mur- 
derer.” 


More Information Sought. 


Prosecutor Wayne V. Slankard 
said there was a possibility that the 
jury would recess for the week-end 
at the close of today’s session. If 
this is done, the jury will resume its 
work next Tuesday. Slankard said 
the recess would probably be neces- 
sary to give him time to obtain ad- 
ditional information requested by 
the jury. He did not disclose the 
nature of the information requested. 

The only witness under subpena 
for the hearing today is Mrs. Iva 
Mitchell, wife of the murdered 
druggist, who spent more than an 
hour before the jury Tuesday. She 
is Mitchell’s third wife, the others 
having died. 

She and Mitchell were divorced 
July 25, 1984, and were remarried 
about a month later. The divorce 
decree was granted to her on her 
cross bill to a suit filed by Mitchell. 
In her cross bill, Mrs. Mitchell 
charged general indignities and al- 
leged that within a year following 
their marriage in 1914 her husband 
began associating with other wom- 
en. 

Effort to Establish Motive. 


It was learned from a reliable 
source that many of the 37 witness- 
es who have appeared before the 
jury during the first four days of 
the investigation were friends, rel- 
atives and business acquaintances 
of Mitchell, who were questioned 
about his private life in an effort to 
uncover evidence which would es- 
tablish a motive for the murder. 

Mrs. Mitchell's divorce pleading 
also stated that Mitchell had re- 
quested her in 1932 to get a di- 
vorce, and offered in settlement 
gross alimony of $10,000 or gross 
alimony of $5000 and $100 a month. 
The cross bill estimated he was 
worth $50,000 to $60,000, stating he 
owned considerable property in 
Newton County and had “large 
sum of money in his possession.” 

An inventory of his estate has not 
been filed. Mrs. Mitchell was named 
executrix of the estate in his will, 
which left his property in equal 
shares to her, a daughter by a pre- 
vious marriage, and an adopted 
daughter.

Under cross questioning, Gal- 
lagher testified that he sold his 
shares three months before the re- 
ceivership. 
Sold Stock, Bought Bonds. 
“I knew the bank was in very 
dad condition at that time,” he 
mid. “That is one of the reasons 
why I sold the stock.” 
Questioned further, Gallagher 
mid that after the bank went into 
receivership and his title changed 
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from president to receiver, he pur- 
chased the bank’s bonds with par 
value of about $1,000,000 at from 
$400 to $750 per $1000 bond. As 
owner of these bonds he said he 
had received payments totaling 
about 72% per cent, that be ex- 
pected to receive other payments, 
and that he would gain an addi- 
tional $300,000 if the present suit 
to collect deficiency assessments 
was successful. 

A suit against Illinois stock- 
holders has resulted in such an as- 
sessment and similar. suits are 
under way against stockholders in 
other states. Principal defendant 
in the New York action is the Cago 
Corporation, of New York, which 
is liable to an assessment of $793,- 
900 on its 7939 capital shares. 


The Chicago bank, under juris- 
diction of the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration, had bonds outstanding 
in the amount of $40,000,000 and 
assets approximating $28,000,000 
when it went into receivership. New 
York stockholders altogether own 
about $1,500,000, par value, of its 
outstanding stock.

Far from being finished in the 
sense of being “through,” the dog, 
his owner meant, was a full fledged 
champion, had reached the zenith 
and ultimate goal of every show 
dog. And no sporting owner con- 
siders it quite the thing to enter 
a dog that has become a champion 
of record with the American Ken- 
nel Club by -winning the requisite 
15 points. 


“Give the other dogs a chance at 
the ribbons,” is the owner's atti- 
tude. “It’s a long enough path as 
it is to achieve a championship 
certificate, without an established 
champion winning points a new- 
‘comer might take.” 


So the champion retires from the 
ring, and can relax and be spoiled 
a bit, become more a pet than a 
dog on a strict diet with rigid 
training and grooming. There is 
nothing for him to worry about, 
except perhaps become the parent 
of future champions, who in the 
turn undergo the careful and at 
times a bit irksome preparation for 
championship. 

For preparation they do go 
through. Champions are made as 
well as born, and it’s not merely 
a matter of having a swell looking 
pooch to get a ribbon. Show dogs 
start their careers really before 
birth, and go through a strict ap- 
prenticeship that reaches a tense 
stage during the two months just 
before a show. There is a lot of 
feverish final preparation going on 
right now in anticipation of the 
annual dog show of the Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club, March 26 and 
27, at the Municipal Auditorium. 
The preparation is not confined to 
Greater St. Louis, Dogs of every 
breed from kennels all over the 
country will be entered in the St. 
Louis show, in the hope of garner- 
ing a few more points toward 
championship. 

Points go only to winners of win- 
ners’ classes, and the 15 points re- 
quired must be won under three 
different judges at shows adhering 
to the rules and ratings of the 
American Kennel Club. It doesn’t 
sound like so many points, but they 
are pretty hard to get, considering 
the strong competition in each class, 
with all the competitors having 
equally long lineage and prepara- 
tion. 

Owners of household pets may 
think they give their dogs all the 
attention possible, and keep them 
in first-class condition, what with 
prescribed diets and exercise, end 
having the vet in for every sneeze 
and sniffie, and they may be right; 
but unless they have had experi- 
ence in showing dogs they are like- 
ly to have little knowledge of what 
a ring dog goes through. Most of 
the attention given a pet is taboo 
for a show dog. Until he is “fin-

big dogs need food which will de- 
velop bone and hard muscles, the 
smaller breeds get a ration that 
gives health and strength, without 
putting on additional size or weight. 
Ideas of diet vary with the breed- 
ers, with balance the keynote of 
all. One local owner of several 
champion cocker spaniels advocates 
a natural diet, with milk as prin- 
cipal article, and keeps a cow chief- 
ly for his dogs. Others use pre- 
pared rations that they believe con- 
tribute to the dog’s well-being. 
Possible champions cannot be se- 
lected until the pups are two to 
four months old, although owners 
begin to watch for possible signs 
from very infancy. The coloring;

the little things that are big in the 
ring, which the average dog owner 
would probably overlook. Two 
dogs of the same litter may be 
equally bright—and mentality is as 
important as physical attributes— 
look exactly alike, comport them- 
selves exactly alike; yet a barely 
perceptible difference in putting 
down their feet will mark one to 
the expert, for the show ring, the 
other for the so-called “culls.”

Poise is 
important in judging; the dog must 
carry his head and ears and neck 
at the proper angle for his breed, 
hold his tail just so, place his feet 
properly when walking or

Most terriers should carry 
their flags very erect, and there is 
a way the end can be pinched in- 
stead of cut off, so that it grows 
upright. It sounds and probably is 
cruel, although, being done at three 
days old, the pup seems to forget 
in five minutes.

THER little tricks, if you want 

to call them that, have to do 

with arranging and brushing 
the hair. A terrier, for instance, 
is judged by the straightness and 
small width of forelegs, so outside 
hair is brushed flatly down, inside 
fluffed, to give an optical illusion 
of small width. A bit of singeing 
here, a bit of clipping there; even 
tinting is resorted to for a better 
coloring with almost all breeds. 
White hair is made whiter with 
chalk, 

„It's just like an actress on the 
stage,” commented one breeder,

senses the antagonism of other 
dogs, and holds himself alert and 
tense. Turn him loose with the dog 
he snarled at, however, and he will 
start to play and romp. Trainers in- 
sist it doesn't make a dog mean. 


Dogs must be taught to follow 
on leash at their natural pace, with- 
out tugging or frisking and to be 
keenly attentive’ to the handler’s 
actions. Terriers pace like a fine 
horse or stand still straight on 
thein legs with necks proudly 
arched. Hunting dogs are often 
trained by being taken out with 
veterans, and sometimes those that 
hunt by scent are allowed to roam 
the ring loose to show their hunt- 
ing movement. Greyhounds stand 
with feet well under, and cocker 
spaniels with feet well braced, head 
erect, and tail almost in a straight 
line with the back. 


It would be impossible to give the 
ring traits for an dogs, for there 
are hundreds of breeds, but since 
cocker spaniels are the current fad, 
many may like to know how nearly 
their pet approaches the best. A 
show cocker spaniel should have 
heavy bone structure, dark eyes, 
chiseled head and even mouth, low 
set ears, a tapering neck, well-bal- 
anced shoulders, be deep in the 
body with well-sprung ribs, a declin- 
ing meckline and withers, nice angu- 
lation in the hock, round compact 
feet, a true or straight movement, 
and bright personality with mild 
but bold disposition. So if your 
pup checks up pretty well with that, 
he may win a ribbon—but training 
champions is a painstaking busi- 
ness requiring plenty of patience; 
and an expensive hobby, for not 
only are accessories and care cost- 
ly, but breeders pay high prices for
